naval auxiliaries in case of war. More 
than $3,000,000 for the purchase of 
guns and mountings for this purpose 
was provided last year, and thin year 
the department seek $1,500,000 for 
ammunition. 


Admiral Strauss said the naval gun 


factory was now producing torpedoes, 
the first deliveries, however, exceeding 
in cost the prices quoted by private 
ninntifacturers. It is expected that the 
factory will get its cost considerably 
beiow the commercial rate with its 
next delivery.

RESERVE BOARD MEETS 


W. P. G. Harding Declares Business In 


General to Bo Good. 


Washington, D. C., Nov.' 20.—Prom- 


inent bankers from nearly every part 
of the country, composing the advisory 
council of the federal reserve board 
met here today for the council's quar- 
terly conference. They discussed for- 
eign credit, discount rates, the gold sit- 
uation and business conditions general- 
ly and tomorrow will submit recom- 
mendations at a joint conference with 
the reserve board. 


At a parliamentary session today \V. 


P. G. Harding, governor of the reserve 
board told how the board representa- 
tives show business Conditions to toe 
good generally throughout the country. 
Speaking of the steady flow of gold in- 
to this country he said there were no 
signs of slackening and accumulating 
short term commercial bills ami ob- 
ligations put out in foreign countries. 


There was talk about means of ab- 


sorbing Europe's extension o£ credit to 
South America and other countries. 
Federal reserve officials say that to 
maintain a position as one of tho1 
world's hankers, the United States 
must expect to be called on abroad to 
render a good deal of thc service per- 
formed largely by England in the past.
